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ICE  CPTAl.l  PRODUCTION 


Production  of  ice  cream  in  the  United  States  in  August  was  estimated  at 
76.890,000  gallons,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  This  was  2 percent  more 
than  in  August  I962  and  was  4 percent  larger  than  the  195T"^1  avera.ge  for  the 
month.  Compared  with  July,  the  seasonal  decline  this  year  of  2 percent  compares 
with  an  average  decrease  of  2 percent  also  bettreen  July  and  A.ugust  in  the  1957"^! 
period.  Production  held  about  steady  betnreen  these  months  in  I962.  Temperatures 
during  August  averaged  noimial  or  above  in  two  large  areas  of  the  country  as  folJ.ows  : 
(1)  I'ashington,  Idaho,  Montana,  Uyoining,  portions  of  adjacent  states,  aiid  a nariow 
strip  of  the  entire  remaining  Pacific  Coast;  (2)  from  the  southern  Great  Plains  to 
the  lower  Mississippi  Valley  and  to  South  Carolina  and  Florida.  Below-normal 
temperatures  prevailed  in  the  remainder  of  the  country. 

Compared  with  August  I962,  changes  by  regions  were  mixed.-  Production  iras  3 
percent  more  in  both  the  East  North  Central  Region  and  the  Uest  North  Central. 

Output  was  up  2 percent  in  the  Pacific  States  and  5 percent  in  i±ie  North  A.tlantic. 
Decreases  were  1 pei-cent  in  the  South  Central  Region,  2 percent  in  the  Mountain,  and 
3 percent  in  the  South  Atlantic.  The  three  leading  ice  cream-producing  states  had 
increases:  New  York,  k percent;  Pennsylvania,  2 percent;  California,  3 percent. 
Increased  production  occurred  also  in  all  other  North  Atlantic  States,  Ohio, 
Michigan,  Minnesota,  Iowa,  Nebraska,  Vest  Virginia,  Tennessee,  Oklahoma,  and 
Uashington.  Output  was  about  the  same  in  Wisconsin  and  the  Dakotas.  All  other 
important -producing  states  showed  decreases. 

Compared  with  the  1957-61  average  for  August,  increases  in  all  regions  varied 
from  1 percent  in  the  East  North  Central  to  12  percent  in  the  Pacific.  Production 
was  6 percent  larger  in  the  t'est  North  Central  States.  Output  was  4 percent  above 
the  average  in  all  the  other  regions.  Production  was  up  7 percent  in  New  York,  1 
percent  in  Pennsylvania,  and  .I3  percent  in  California.  Sharpest  increases  from  the 
average  were  shown  in  Nebraska,  Massachusetts,  Missouri,  and  Texas.  Output  was 
doirn  most  sharply  .lii  Louisiana,  Iowa,  and  Georgia.

August  production  of  ice  milk  in  the  United  States  totaled  2k, 810,000  gallons, 
according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  This  was  1 percent  more  than  in  August  I962 
and  4l  percent  greater  than  the  1957“6l  average  for  the  month.  Output  declined  2 
percent  hetveen  July  and  August  this  year,  compared  with  1 percent  at  this  time  last 
year  and  2 percent  also  on  the  average  in  the  preceding  9 -year  period.  Production 
increased  from  July  in  the  South  Atlantic  and  South  Central  states  but  decreased  in 
all  other  regions.  The  January- August  cumulative  production  of  l4o, 970^000  gallons 
was  2 percent  larger  than  in  I962  and  hk  percent  greater  than  the  1957-61  average 
for  this  period. 

Compared  with  August  a year  ago,  production  increased  moderately  in  the  South 
Central  states  and  sharply  in  the  East  North  Central  and  South  A.tlantic.  Decreases 
occurred  in  all  other  regions.

Sherbet  production  in  the  United  States  this  August,  estimated  at  5^170^000 
gallons,  v/as  4 percent  more  than  in  August  I962  and  3 percent  larger  than  the  1957- 
61  average  for  the  month.  Total  output  the  first  ei^t  months  of  this  year  was  2 
percent  more  than  in  the  January- August  period  in  I962  and  6 percent  greater  than 
the  5 -year  average  for  these  months. 

Slierbet  manufacture  declined  l4  percent  between  July  and  August,  compared  with 
8 percent  a year  earlier,  and  11  percent  on  the  average  in  the  1957-^1  period. 
Compared  with  August  I962,  production  decreased  in  the  South  Central  States  but  in- 
creased in  all  other  regions.

Production  of  Mellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  made  with  fats  and  oils  other 
than  nillcfat  in  the  United  States  in  August  was  estimated  at  5^580^000  gallons,  the 
Crop  heporting  Board  reports.  Hiis  was  6 percent  less  than  in  August  I962,  hut  17 
percent  more  than  in  the  1957-81  average  for  the  month.  Output  in  the  first  8 
months  of  this  year  totaled  38,335*000  gallons:  down  2 percent  from  the  correspond- 
ing months  in  I982,  hut  20  percent  larger  than  the  5 -year  average  for  this  period. 

Phe  1-percent  decline  from  July  to  August  this  year  compares  with  a 1-percent 
increase  last  year  and  a 3-percent  decrease  on  the  average  in  the  1957-81  period. 
Increases  from  July  were  shown  in  Alabama,  Texas,  Montana,  and  Arizona.  Production 
held  steady  in  Illinois,  South  Carolina,  and  Oklahoma.  Decreases  occurred  in  all  '' 
other  import ant -producing  states. 

Compared  with  August  I982,  production  increased  in  Missouri,  South  Carolina, 
and  Arizona.  Decreases  occurred  in  all  other  important -producing  states.

Production  of  water  ices  during  August  was  estimated  at  h, 815^000  gallons:  9 
percent  larger  than  in  August  a year  earlier,  and  10  percent  greater  than  the  1957- 
81  August  average.  Output  dropped  23  percent  from  July  to  August  this  year,  compare 
with  18  percent  between  these  months  in  I982  and  I9  percent  on  the  average  in  the 
1957-81  period.  Decreases  occurred  in  all  regions  of  the  country. 

Compared  with  August  a year  ago,  water  ice  production  decreased  only  in  the 
South  Central  states.  Increases  occurred  in  all  other  regions  of  the  coiintry.
